Claims 5-12 are cancelled. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The methods of the allowed claims require the analysis of the genetic content in 
a collection of microsatellite markers spanning all the chromosomes of the human 
genome. The method requires PCR amplification of each of the sequences identified as 
SEQ ID NO: 1-27,088. The prior art does not teach or suggest an analysis method 
requiring amplification of each of SEQ ID NO: 1 -27,088 and a statistical analysis of the 
polymorphic content within the sequencings in a case:control population analysis to 
determine those sequences which are associated with a particular phenotype.
